Tall and strong, Made 45 
appearances at the heart of Stockport's defence last 
season. 

PHIL BROWN: Small fast hard working midfielder 
signed from Stockport during close season, having 
previously played for Chesterfield, Made 23 appearances 
for Stockport last campaign following 76 for Chesterfield 
where he served his apprenticeship. Winner of 4th Div. 
Championship medal in 1985. Dorn in Sheffield. 
DAVID CLARKE: Close season signing from Notts 
County. Utility midfield/defender with the knack of 
scoring goals. Born in Nottingham, David gained Engldnd 
youth honours. Made over 140 appearances for the 
Magpies. 

ANDY MOORE: Tall strong utility player who can play at 
full back, centre back or midfield. Anothar close season 
signing from Grimsby Town.
